Electric Power for Weaving. 


More than one-fifth of the 153,000 in- 
habitants « Etienne, France, are 
weavers, and most of the 18,000 looms 
are owned by individual weavers, and 
worked by hand in their own homes. 
advantages of electric power are Legin- 
ning to be appreciated by these workers. 
A company has established an electric 
tation eight miles from the town where 
a waterfall of “OO horse-power drives 
three turbines, and generates current 
which is transmitted through four quar- 
ter-inch cables. A recent report stated 
(0) of these home looms were driven by 
the electric power, with a prospect of a 
very large immediate increase in the 
umber. The cost of adding the electric 
power is about €70 per loom, with a 
charge of $2a month for current sup- 
plied; and an owner of two electrically 
driven looms declared that he could turn 
out 25 per cent. more work than former- 
iv. One of the largest ribbon factories 
of Etienne also employs electric 
power, using a separate motor for each 
of its 100 looms, and generating the elec- 
tricity on its own premises by means of 
a large steam engine and two dynamos.

‘He seldom 
or never omitted an opportunity of ask- 
ing a question,” is the testimony of the 
doctor, and ** he made a most unexpect 
ed inquiry of our orthodox chaplain 
whether ke was nota Puritan. I need 
not tell you what would be the reply, 
and you may conjecture, probably what 

might be the feelings of a gentleman 
c rn in canonical orders, and firm in 
canonical principles, when he was sa- 

luted with such an interrogatory.
